A  robbery  of  almost  $5,000  was  not  to 
be  taken  lightly  by  either  the  coal  com¬ 
pany  or  the  local  law  aiforcement  offi¬ 
cers.  The  company  immediately  put  up  a 
reward  of  $1,000  which  the  county 
matched  with  another  $1,000.  It  was 
hoped  that  such  a  large  reward  would 
encourage  someone  to  come  forth  with 
information  which  would  lead  to  the  ar¬ 
rest  of  the  daring  robber. 

The  officials  investigating  the  case 
had  little  evidence  to  go  on.  The  robber 
wore  a  false  face  with  whiskers,  gloves 
on  his  hands,  a  brown  rain  coat  buttoned 
close  around  his  neck,  and  a  brown  derby 
haL  He  was  described  as  slender,  about  5 
feet  10  inches  tall,  and  approximately  25 
years  old.  A  man  named  Davy  Johnson 
claimed  to  have  seen  the  man  without  the 
disguise  and  that  he  could  identify  him. 

The  daring  daylight  robbery  cf  such  a 
large  sum  of  money  attracted  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  newspapers  all  ever  the  state.  This 
interest  would  intensify  when  an  indict¬ 
ment  far  the  robbery  was  returned  by  the 
Grand  Jury  in  April  of  ,1910.  The  man 
indicted  for  the  Rush  Run  robbery  was 
Albert  C.  Felts,  head  of  the  Baldwin 
Detective  Agency  branch  office  at  Thur¬ 
mond.  The  witnesses  scheduled  to  testify 
for  the  state  included  Davy  Johnson,  Dan 
Cunningham,  PJH.  Malone,  and  Troy 
Hatfield. 

Albert  Felts  was  enraged  at  the  accu¬ 
sation.  He  claimed  that  the  entire  case 
was  the  result  of  his  enemies  plotting 
against  him  and  that  the  witnesses  were 
lying  to  implicate  him  in  the  robbery  . 
The  coal  companies  immediately  came 
out  in  full  support  of  Felts.  The  operators 
in  the  New  River  Field  stated  that  they 
believed  totally  in  his  innocence  and  ail 
of  them  volunteered  to  go  his  $5000 bond. 
Even  the  president  of  the  company  which 
was  robbed.  New  River  Collieries, 
pledged  his  support  to  Felts.  After  his 
indictment,  the  company  withdrew  the 
offer  o>'  a  $1,000  reward;  claiming  that 
the  wiu*  sscs  were  conspiring  against 
Fells  i .  v  cr  to  claim  the  reward  money. 

The  -  ess  which  attracted  the  most 
attention  v  a  Detroit  (Troy)  Half  ieid  who 


was  the  fifth  son  of  “Devil  Anse"  Hat¬ 
field,  the  family  leader  in  the  celebrated  , 
Hatfield-McCoy  feud.  Troy  had  been 
employed  by  the  Baldwin-Felts  Agency 
as  a  special  police  officer  at  the  time  of 
the  robbery.  The  Hatfields  were  known 
to  be  fiercely  protective  of  family  mem¬ 
bers.  Troy’s  brothers  traveled  to  Fayette 
County  to  enSure  that  he  was  in  no  danger 
of  retribution  by  Felts  representatives. 
The  trial  began  to  take  shape  as  aconfron- 
taiion  between  the  Hatfield  brothers  and 
the  Felt  brothers,  whose  reputation  for 
violence  was  just  as  great. 

As  the  day  of  the  trial  grew  near,  a 
confrontation  seemed  to  be  bre  wing.  The 
Hatfields  demanded  ths  protection  cf  the 
court  and  were  reported  as  stating  that 
Troy  would  not  enter  Fayetteville  until 
the  witnesses  for  the  defense  were- re¬ 
moved  from  the  area.  The  threat  of  vio¬ 
lence  was  so  thick  in  the  air  that  women 
and  children  were  urged  to  remain  away 
from  the  courtroom  in  case  trouble  broke 
out  It  was  announced  that  everyone  who 
attended  the  trial  would  be  searched  be¬ 
fore  entering  the  courtroom. 

On  the  day  of  the  trial,  Thomas  Felts, 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Agency,  ar¬ 
rived  to  stand  by  his  brother’s  side. 
Anderson,  who  was  assisting  in  the  prose¬ 
cution  opened  his  case  with  the  testimony 
of  the  paymaster,  Robert  Wicks.  His 
testimony  was  primarily  a  recount  of  the 
robbery  and  held  little  new  information. 
The  paymaster  claimed  to  be  unable  to 
identify  the  masked  robber. 

The  next  witness  was  Davy  Johnson. 
Johnson  claimed  to  have  been  walking 
toward  the  river  when  he  met  the  escap¬ 
ing  thief.  He  stated  that  when  the  man 
bent  over  to  pick  up  the  satchel,  the  mask 
slipped  from  his  face.  Johnson  said  the 
robber  was  a  man  whose  face  was  famil¬ 
iar,  but  whose  name  he  did  not  know  at 
the  time.  He  claimed  that  when  he  later 
recognized  the  man  as  Albert  Felts,  he 
was  afraid  to  come  forth  and  identify  him 
for  fear  of  retribution.  However, 
Johnson’s  testimony  lost  credibility  when 
he  was  asked  to  point  out  the  robber  and 
pointed,  not  to  Albert  Felts,  but  to  his 


toother  Thomas,  who  was  sitting  at  the 
same  table. 

Troy  Hatfield,  the  state’s  most  contro¬ 
versial  witness  also  turned  out  to  be  die 
most  convincing. .  He  claimed  that  on  the 
day  of  the  robbery ,  Felts  left  him  in  charge 
of  the  Thurmond  office  and  claimed  to  be 
retiring  for  a  nap.  After  Hatfield  learned 
of  the  robbery,  he  went  to  Felts’ room  and 
found  both  him  and  his  long  rain  coat 
missing.  He  also  stated  that  he  had  seen 
a  mask  like  the  one  worn  by  the  robber  in 
Felts’  room  several  weeks  before  the 
robbery.  Although  Haifidd  was  vigor¬ 
ously  cross  examined  by  Osenton,  the 
well  known  attorney  for  the  defense,  he 
could  not  be  forced  to  change  his  story. 

He  said  that  Felts  first  claimed  to  be  at 
target  practice  during  the  robbery.  The 
detective  was  an  expert  marksman  who 
had  won  a  gold  medal  in  a  Kentucky 
competition  the  year  before,  hitting  49 
out  of  50  targets  st  a  distance  of  60  feet. 
But  Felts  claimed  to  have  been  with  a 
young  lady  who  worked  at  the  telephone 
exchange  in  Thurmond. 

In  the  end,  the  evidence  against  Felts 
was  considered  to  be  purely  circam&m 
iia  l  and  he  was  acquitted  by  the  jury.  The 
robbery  of  the  Rush  Run  payroll  remained 
unsolved. 

Although  the  threat  of  violence  was 
avoided  that  day  in  Fayetteville,  the  main 
characters  of  the  drama,  Alton  Felts  rod 
Troy  Hatfield  would  both  go  on  to  die  by 
violence.  Both  men  would  also  die  with 
a  brother  by  his  side.  Troy  Hatfield  and 
his  toother.  Elias,  were  killed  in  a  shoot¬ 
out  over  saloon  interests  at  Smithers  on 
October  17, 1911. 

Albert  Felts  and  his  brother  Lee  died 
in  the  famous  Matewan  Massacre  on  May 
19, 1920.  It  is  ironic  that  the  makers  of 
the  movie  chose  the  town  of  Thurmond, 
where  he  worked  so  long,  as  the  site  to  act 
out  his  death. 

The  Hatfield  brothers  and  the  Felts 
toothers  came  out  of  the  Rush  Run  Rob¬ 
bery  trial  as  bitter  enemies,  but  in  the  end 
they  had  one  thing  in  common.  As  pre¬ 
dicted  in  scripture,  they  lived  by  the  sword 
and  they  died  by  the  sword.

’  J.  T.  WEEKS ,  ROCK  CITY,  ALABAMA 

By  C.  F.;  Colley; 

Here  is  some  information  X  thought  the  Catalogue  Committee  might  be 
interested  in  on  the  J.  T.  Weeks  General  Store  that  has  been  deleted 
from  the  last  catalogue. 

While  exhibiting  some  scrip  at  an  event  in  Oakman,  Alabama;  a  man 
approached  my  exhibit  and  while  looking  at  some  J.  T.  Weeks  tokens 
he  remarked  "My  grandfather  had  those  tokens  made  to  pay  his  coal 
miners  during  the  depression,  so  they  would  trade  at  his  store". 

This  man  was  the  grandson  of  J,  T.  Weeks  who  operated  the  J.  T.  Weeks 
General  Store  in  Rock  City,  Ala, ,  'before  he  died  in  1978.  I  asked 
him  a  couple  of  questions,  and  he  said  his  father  had  told  him  about 
this,  and  that  I  could  probably  get  more  information  from  some  of 
his  older  relatives.  He  offered  to  help  me,  and  1  wrote  a  few 
questions  on  a  card  and  gave  it  to  him. 

A  few  days  later  X  received  a  letter  from  his  father.  This  is  what 
he  said  in  his  letter.  "We  are  sending  you  the  name  of  another  one 
of  the  family  who  can  give  you  more  information.  She  is  the  older 
one  of  the  family". 

I  called  the  lady  and  told  her  who  I  was,  and  that  I  was  trying  to 
get  some  information  on  the  J.  X.  Weeks  General  Store.  She  remark¬ 
ed  that  "X  can  probably  tell  you  everything  about  it,  because  X  al¬ 
ways  worked  in  the  store  with  ay  father".  My  first  question  to  her 
was  "What  were  the  tokens  with  his  name  on  them  used  for t".  Her 
answer  was  "He  had  those  tokens  struck  for  his  Coal  Miners  to  use 
in  his  Store  between  pay  days". 

With  a  little  questioning  she  went  on  to  tell  me  that  her  father 
had  come  to  Rock.  City  in  1933  and  bought  a  General  Store  and  a  small 
Coal  Mine.  This  was  two  separate  businesses  with  no  connections 
except,  as  his  daughter  stated,  he  had  the  J.  T.  Weeks  scrip  struck 
to  issue  to  his  Coal  Miners  to  use  in  his  Store  between  pay  days. 

She  said  that  the  J.  T.  Weeks  Coal  Mine  operated  from  1933  to  1936 
or  1937  and  that  the  scrip  was  not  used  after  the  mine  closed.  I 
asked  her  if  they  destroyed  the  scrip.

See  D  &  B  1939  listing"!  For  years  Roy  Woods  has  believed  that  Weeks 
operated  a  coal  mine,  but  he  was  not  able  to  find  any  proof.  Now 
Colley  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  meet  a  person  who  was  the  key.

We  donot  have  a  foil  for  E5  and  do  not 
have  a  file  for  E25  with  diamonds.  Will  someone  please  send  us  a 
foil,  rub  or  clear  photocopy  for  these  two  pieces?

Page  2.  Forgotten  Facts 


The  first  interstate  meeting  of  scrip  collectors  was 
organized  by  Tip  and  the  late  Fred  Lange,  also  known  as  the 
legendary  Cole  S.  Cuttle,  at  Williamson ,  W.  Va.  ,  in  the  late 
1960’s.  A  number  of  meetings  were  held  in  different  areas  of 
the  country  before  the  Harlan  Meeting  in  early  1972. 
However,  it  was  at  the*  Harlan,  JCy.  ,  meeting  that  the  "ball*1 
that  had  been  bouncing  uncontrollably  for  a  number  of  years 
was  picked  up  by  Walter  Caldwell  who  became  the  first 
President  of  the  N.  S.  C.  A.  when  he  officially  organized  the 
"team"  known  today  as  the  National  Scrip  Collectors 
Association. 

Mr.  Tippy  recalls  that  the  following  people  attended  the 
Harlan  scrip  swap:  Bill  Duke,  Ancil  Donohoe,  Pat  Noe,  Mr,  A 
Mrs  Fred  Duff,  Ed  Sigmon,  Sr,,  Ed  Sigsaon,  Jr.,  Howard  Short, 
Howard  “Woody"  Christian,  Walter  Caldwell,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Paul 
Whitaker,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  D.  A.  Zegeer,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Fred  Lange,  Don 
Edkins,  and  Mr.  k  Mrs.  R.  R.  Tippy. 

It  has  been  nearly  20  years  since  the  scrip  swap  was 
held  in  Harlan  County,  Ky,  The  old  Mt.  Aire  Motel  is  gone, 
destroyed  by  a  fire  in  the  1980 *s.  Many  of  the  scriptors  who 
attended  that  swap  are  no  longer  with  us  or  have  ceased 
collecting.  However,  the  memories  of  those  early  days  and  of 
the  departed  friends  and  fellow  scriptors  will  survive  in  the 
memories  of  us  all.  Most  important  is  the  fact  that  their 
early  interest  and  dedication  to  the  formation  of  our  great 
organization  has  enhanced  this  great  collecting  field.  Being 
a  native  Harlan  Count i&n,  I  am  proud  to  know  that  the  last 
unofficial  meeting  of  a  group  of  pioneer  collectors,  held  in 
Harlan  County,  Ky.  ,  laid  the  foundation  for  the  National 
Scrip  Collectors  Association  of  which  I  as  a  proud  member. 
Little  did  I  realize  at  the  tisae  that  I  would  become  a 
scriptor  myself  a  decade  or  so  later. 

Cumberland,  Ky.  ,  in  Harlan  County,  has  been  selected  as 
the  location  for  the  spring  show  for  1992.  It  , is  ironic  that 
Harlan  County  was  where  a  dream  turned  into  reality  and  where 
Waiter  Caldwell  was  convinced  to  -form-,  a  formal  scrip 
collecting  organization.  What  better  place  could  one  choose 
to  celebrate  our  20th  anniversary  than  in  the  county  where  a 
dream  came  alive.

GENESIS  OF  THE  N.  S.  C.  A.

I  read  my  latest  Scrip  Talk  with  great  interest,  as  I  do 
every  issue  of  our  great  newsletter.  As  I  read  Walter 
Caldwell’s  report  listing  the  locations  of  the  past  meetings, 

I  didn’t  see  mention  of  the  meeting  that  gave  birth  to  the 
National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  in  early  1972.  I 
recall  this  meeting  of  a  small  group  of  collectors  of  coal 
company  scrip.  As  it  turned  out,  they  became  the  founding 
fathers  of  our  great  association..  I  attended  this  meeting  as 
a  spectator  and  solely  by  accident.  I  was  a  sanitarian  for 
the  Harlan  County  Health  Department,  inspecting  food  service 
establishments  throughout  the  area,  and  distinctly  remember 
that  the  meeting  was  held  at  the  Mt,  Aire  Motel,  located  on 
the  south  side  of  Pine  Mountain  on  Highway  421--N.  1  was  at 
the  motel  to  inspect  the  restaurant  and  happened  to  notice  my 
late  friend,  Paul  Whitaker,  in  the  lobby.  He  informed  me 
that  he  was  attending  a  "scrip  swap."  I  was  amazed  at  how 
anyone  could  be  interested  in  collecting  coal  company  scrip. 
After  all,  scrip  was  worthless  at  that  time  except  for  use  as 
"slugs"  in  the  newly  installed  parking  meters  in  the  city  of 
Harlan.  I  recall  that  my  friend  Howard  "Woody"  Christian  and 
Howard  Short,  whom  I  later  developed  a  friendship  with,  was 
also  in  attendance.  I  also  recall  R«  R.  Tippy  but  had  not 
gotten  to  know  him  at  that  time.  My  ability  to  recall  events 
of  my  past  usually  serves  me  in  an  excellent  manner. 
However,  trying  to  recall  the  exact  date  of  this  early 
meeting  fails  me.  To  get  the  accurate  facts,  I  turned  to  one 
of  the  surviving  charter  members  of  the  N.  S.  C.  ,  A.  for 
assistance,  master  scriptor  and  past  president,  Mr.  R.  R. 
Tippy. 

According  to  Tip,  he  and  the  late  Paul  Whitaker 
organized  a  scrip  collectors  meeting  at  Harlan,  Ky . ,  in  the 
spring  of  1972.  This  "scrip  swap"  was  the  last  of  a  number 
of  such  meetings  that  was  held  before  the  N.  S.  C.  A.  was 
formed,  or  as  Tip  said,  "Before  Walter  took  the  ball  and  went 
with  it."  Mr.  Tippy  continued  and  said,  "The  group  of  us 
finally  convinced  Walter  to  organize  the  scrip  enthusiasts 
into  a  formal  and  national  organization  during  that  meeting 
in  Harlan,  Xy.  It  took  a  bit  of  persuading  to  get  Walter 
Caldwell  to  assume  the  position  as  top  organizer,  but  after  a 
number  of  informal  meetings  held  throughout  the  area, 
everyone  wanted  to  form  a  collectors  association  but  needed  a 
leader  to  take  charge  of  organizing  the  area  collectors  into 
a  bonafide  organization."
